Question: There is a verse in the Bible 
I would like to understand. Please ex- 
plain in the Question Box Ezekiel 
13:18.—Mrs. J. R. 


Answer: Again we come to a Bible 
verse that is absolutely meaningless with- 
in itself. It is necessary that we know 
something of the setting in order to un- 
derstand the verse. In verse 16 Ezekiel 
is calling attention to the prophets of 
Israel who prophesied things which were 
untrue. In verse 17 he prophesies against 
the daughters or those who are prophet- 
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esses but are as false as the prophets for 
God does not excuse anyone because of 
his sex. The woman is just as guilty if 
she be false in that which she claims as 
is the man. Verse 18 describes magic, 
fortunetelling, or other means which the 
women were using in their efforts to put 
themselves over and fool the people. 
Verse 19 declares that their prophecies 
were lies.

Most all Christians. are more or less 
familiar with Nehemiah’s account of the 
rebuilding of the walls of Jerusalem. 
From his inquiry about the condition of 
Jerusalem to the completion of the walls 
there is a thread of determination that 
would not be broken. That is a desirable 
trait in any leader. We can easily picture 
him in our minds as he importunes with 
God in behalf of his beloved city. And 
we can hear that pitifuh wail, as dark as a 
moonless midnight, as it ascends to a God 
whose “eyes are over the righteous” and 
whose “ears are open to their cries.” 
Then we follow him on a midnight in- 
spection trip over the city with the 
councilmen and note their decision to 
“RISE UP AND BUILD.” We then hear 
the agents of Satan as they mock and 
scorn them in their proposed project. 
This does not discourage them, but they 
reply, “The God of heaven will pros- 
per us; therefore we his servants will 
arise and build.” They knew God was 
with them and they had no fear of man. 
Next, we find them executing their plans 
—and those in a systematic manner. In 
spite of all the threats and oppositions of 
Sanballat and his crew of degenerates, 
they built on. Not even the danger of 
war stopped them. They labored on, half 
of them doing the work while the other 
half defended the workers. Finally, we 
find the wall completed—the result of 
coordinated labor and leadership, a team 
that knows no defeat. The secret of their 
success is encased in these words: “FOR 
THE PEOPLE HAD A MIND TO 
WORK.” They were doing a good work 
and “had no time to come down” and 
confab with the enemy. Eternal vigi- 
lance was their role in that drama of re- 
construction and they were minded to 
stick to their place. Every man “FILLED 
HIS GAP” in the wall about the camp. 
Theirs was “A MIND TO WORK.” IS 
YOURS? 


In another scriptural account we find 
this reading: “And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, Speak unto the children 
of Israel, that they bring me an offer- 


ing: OF EVERY MAN THAT GIV- - 


ETH IT WILLINGLY WITH HIS 
HEART YE SHALL TAKE MY OF- 
FERING.” Further, he goes on to tell 
what offerings he desires. In a connect- 
ing scripture we find God telling the peo- 
ple to bring their tithes into the store- 
house and to prove Him therewith and 
see if He didn’t pour out a blessing there 
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was not room to receive. Still another 
scripture tells us to “Honor the Lord 
with our substance and with the FIRST- 
FRUITS OF ALL OUR INCREASE.” 
“So,” he said, “shall thy barns be filled 
with plenty, and thy presses shall burst 
out with new wine.” The scriptures not 
only teach us to give but show us ex- 
amples of people who had a “A MIND 
TO GIVE.” “God loveth a cheerful 
giver” and it is an undisputed fact that 
He blesses those He loves. Abraham was 
a great giver and all of us know how 
God blessed Abraham. So was Job and 
other great Bible characters. Theirs was 
“A MIND TO GIVE.” IS YOURS?

and he admitted it. Even though it would be hard to live up 
to his faith in such an hour, he thought that his method would 
be surer even in the opposition of Nippon. But civil disobedi- 
ence has never and will never win a victory against the powers 
of the enemy for they care not for one’s piety if there is no 
aggressiveness. 

In speaking of the spiritual warfare, Paul said, “I fight, I 
run, I strive, I press.”” His philosophy was not a “do nothing” 
philosophy, but one which was backed up by energetic and 
dynamic progress—ever pressing toward the mark for the 
prize of the high calling in Christ Jesus. Such must be the de- 
sire of every true follower of Christ. There must be no letting 
up. There must be no cooling off. There must be no soft ped- 
dling and condoling or condoning sin and sinfulness. The 
devil is just as much an enemy of the Church today as he has 
ever been. His powers are as much against the right as they 
have ever been and he will attack and win over those who 
sleep. But Paul declares, in 1 Thess. 5:4-6, “But ye, brethren, 
are not in darkness, that that day should overtake you as a 
thief. Ye are all the children of the light, and the children of the 
day: we are not of the night, nor of darkness. Therefore let 
us not sleep, as do others; but let us watch and be sober.” Then 
again in the eighth and ninth verses he says, “But let us, who 
are of the day, be sober, putting on the breastplate of faith 
and love; and for an helmet, the hope of salvation. For God 

hath not appointed us to wrath, 





skinned Indian leader, Mohan- 
das K. Gandhi.

At least, 
they think this is no time, when 
two great and powerful war 
machines are coming toward 
her from different directions, 
for India to be engaged in civil 
strife. But Gandhi is opposed to 
strife, at least that is what he

Paul also plainly teaches in 
the second chapter of Second 
Thessalonians that there is com- 
ing a terrible time upon the 
earth before the coming of the 
Lord, a great falling away, and 
finally, “that man of sin be re- 
vealed, the son of perdition.” 
That man is possibly not in the 
world now, but the powers of 
Satan, the powers of the anti- 
christ are at work in the world 
and a mere passive _ resistance 
campaign will not be able to 
overcome this great spirit of 
evil that is working to pave the 
way for antichrist supremacy. 
The Spirit of God is the Spirit 
of truth. The spirit of evil is 
the spirit of untruth. And peo- 
ple who are of the truth must 
not be deceived by the lie which 
is Satan’s most powerful wea- 


pon. The truth is God’s bomb 





tells us. He declared to Mme. Curie, in an interview, “The 
only thing men can do to me is kill me. I will die. If they 
don’t kill me, I will oppose them until my last breath, with 
nonviolence.” Gandhi’s idea is, “If we as Indians cannot rule, 
we will do nothing. We will not obey any other rulers, and 
thus we will block the progress of our nation in any effort 
against the common enemy.” 

This is the attitude of a great many people, an attitude that 
if they can’t rule they will do nothing. They will not be sub- 
ject to others. The way of right is a way of strife; to be sure 
not striving with one another but the right striving against 
the forces of wrong, and to live for God calls for a war against 
the forces of Satan. 

Mme. Curie pointed out to Mr. Gandhi that “the Indian peo- 
ple would have a tougher time opposing by nonviolence the 
Japanese and German divisions than undermining British rule,” 
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shelter and as long as we stand under it we shall be saved even 
though in so doing we continually invite the ever-increasing 
opposition and antagonism of the spirit of Satan. Faith in God 
must be proven by works, for that faith spurs to action every 
one who accepts it and who is ready to join the army of the 
Lord and serve as a good soldier in His ranks, ever fighting the 
powers of the enemy and for the victory that belongs to all of 
those who trust in Him. The fight is a spiritual one; the vic- 
tory a spiritual result and a sure one.

In this one verse of scripture we do 
have the exclamation to the lost and dy- 
ing world that there is a love that can 
transform the natural man into a son of 
the most high God. Some may ask, How 
is this transformation and what takes 
place to cause such a change? Jesus, in 
speaking to one of the rulers of the 
Jews, said, “You must be born again,” 
St. John 3:3. Peter, in his address, spoke 
to a multitude and said, “Repent ye 
therefore, and be converted, that your 
sins may be blotted out, when the times 
of refreshing shall come from the pres- 
ence of the Lord,” Acts 3:19. 


Ezekiel, in his writing, said, “Then 
will I sprinkle clean water upon you, and 
ye shall be clean: from all your filthiness, 
and from all your idols, will I cleanse 
you. A new heart also will I give you, 
and a new spirit will I put within you: 
and I will take away the stony heart 
out of your flesh, and I will give you an 
heart of flesh. And I will put my spirit 
within you, and cause you to walk in my 
statutes, and ye shall keep my judg- 
ments, and do them,” Ezek. 36:25-27. 
I want you to notice that God said, “I 
will put my spirit within you, and cause 
you to walk in my statutes.” 


Paul, in writing to the Romans, said, 
“For as many as are led by the Spirit of 
God, they are the sons of God,” Rom. 
8:14. Also, in writing to the Corinthian 
church, Paul said, ““Not that we are suf- 
ficient of ourselves to think any thing as 
of ourselves; but our sufficiency is of 
God,” 2 Cor. 3:5. In the 17th verse he 
said, ““Now the Lord is that Spirit: and 
where the Spirit of the Lord is there is 
liberty.” 


Now in order to become a free-born 
Christian, child of God, it is absolutely 


necessary to lose sight of your own suf- 
ficiency and turn to the sufficiency of 
God. Isaiah said, ““Hearken to me, ye that 
follow after righteousness, ye that seek 
the Lord: look unto the rock whence ye 





are hewn, and to the hole of the pit 
whence ye are digged,” Isa. 51:1. So you 
see it is necessary to lean not to thine 
own understanding but to Him, the 
Christ, who loved us and gave His life a 
ransom to dig us out of the pit and to 
hide us in the cleft of the eternal rock, 
even in the foundation of His glorious 
Church, which He established with His 
own life’s blood, that they who are seek- 
ing an escape from their sins might find 
the hiding place. 

Now we go to Romans 8:19 where

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Washington Set Good Example 

WASHINGTON. — While American 
soldiers fight the battles of 1942, the 
words of General George Washington to 
his soldiers of 1778 on the subject of 
religion and worship were recalled re- 
cently by Chief of Chaplains Arnold. 

“The commander-in-chief,” read the 
general orders of George Washington of 
May 2, 1778, at Valley Forge, “directs 
that divine service be performed every 
Sunday at eleven o’clock in each brigade 
which has a chaplain. Those brigades 
which have none will attend the place 
of worship nearest to them. 

“Tt is expected that officers of all ranks 
will, by their attendance, set an exam- 
ple to their men. While we are duly per- 
forming the duty of good soldiers we 
certainly ought not to be inattentive to 
the highest duties of religion. 

“To the distinguished characteristics 
of a patriot, it should be our highest 
glory to add the more distinguished char- 
acteristics of a Christian.”—Protestant 
Voice.

Letter to Hoggatts From the 
Furmans 


Totonicapan, Guatemala 
August 7, 1942 


Dear Children: 

God bless you. We have been praying 
for you, trusting God you are safe. 

This town is wrecked, but very few 
accidents, for which we are grateful to 
our heavenly Father. 

The chapel roof is split and little other 
damage. If it rains it will be ruined. 

We will have to move from here just 
as soon as we Can, just put our things in 
the two rooms the people offered us at 
Quezaltenango. The roof is about all in 
the yard. If another shock comes, it 
will bring the houses to the ground. 

I have never seen anything like it be- 
fore. The men, women, and children 
ran up and down the street crying, yell- 
ing, praying; some fainted time and 
again. Our people ran here and there 
to the homes of the Christians. Some 
have lost their homes but none of our 
people were hurt. 

The people, rich and poor, walked the 
park. The yard near the chapel was 
filled with families. We gave them our 
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matting, rugs, boards, etc. Today they 
are making a better covering. 

Don Hose went early yesterday to 
Chequemula. He has not arrived yet. His 
house is about ruined. Walls around the 
yards are down all over the town. 

I cannot think of anything else to 
write just now but we wanted you to 
know we were thinking about you and 
praying for you. Let us hear from you 
as soon as possible. 

Keep encouraged in the Lord. Truman 
has not received his card so we cannot 
get gasoline. 

Love from us both to you all.—Tru- 
man and Carrie. 

P. S. It is raining. Pray with us for 
our poor people who are out of homes. 


Letter to the General Overseer 
Totonicapan, Guatemala, C. A. 
August 8, 1942 


Rev. J. H. Walker

Dear Brother Walker: 

Totonicapan was badly shaken up by 
an earthquake on Thursday, the 6th. 
Very few houses, if any, escaped dam- 
age, although very few completely 
ruined. Most all the houses here have 
brick tile roofs and most of the roofs 
were badly wrecked, the streets strewn 
with broken tiles and fallen walls. 

Our chapel suffered some cracks in 
the walls and the roof opened on both 
sides, near the top, from six inches to @ 








foot for its entire length, but no tiles 
fell off and were broken. We thank the 
Lord that it was no worse. 


Many people are sleeping in the cor- 
ridors, in the park, and outdoors where 
they can arrange a little covering over 
their heads. Some of the wall of the 
church yard fell down and about ten 
families are sleeping in the church yard. 
Most of these are our believers but a few 
of the neighbors are sleeping there also. 
We are in the rainy season and that makes 
it more of a problem. Some use our car 
to sleep in. I suppose that all the cars 
are used for that purpose. The post 
office, telegraph and other government 
offices are moved out into the park under 
grass roofs, etc. Our own house is pretty 
well open to the heavens all over and 
we have to cover our belongings as best 
we can. But we have a little house in the 
yard, made of wood, where we can sleep 
—and only two or three holes in the roof. 
One of these happened to be over my 
bed, which I discovered after my paja- 
mas were well soaked. 


Monday, the 10th. Time so taken up 
with so many things out of the ordi- 
nary run of things that I haven’t fin- 
ished this letter. And our time schedule 
is also shaken to pieces. We will be late 
in everything. About the middle of last 
month they stopped the sale of gasoline. 
We were promised rationing books for

in with “BULLDOG DO-IT-OR-DIE 
DETERMINATION” and began to in- 
still into the different churches the 
“MIND TO WORK.” By using psycho- 
logical principles and God’s great WORD 
AND THE HELP OF THE SPIRIT he 
got the rusty gears oiled up and the 
hinges greased. With the cooperation of 
his fellow pastors who carried the 
load with him, he began to PUSH and 
PULL at the program, which was a dif- 
ficult problem, considering the fact that 
they handle only 25c to the dollar else- 
where. But in spite of all difficulties and 
discouragements, the program was put 
over in less than two months and this 
was the first district in the state to go 
over for the Assembly year. Not only 
that, but they began to lay plans for an 
Evangel for each member, or equivalent, 
on the district. By the time the district 
convention was held they had three sub- 
scriptions over the amount. Now they’re 
engaged in an orphanage drive, which, by 
the state convention, will bring in, with 
what is already in, a dollar a member for 
the orphans. In the meantime, four of 
the six churches have installed or are go- 
ing to install nice comfortable curve- 
back seats replacing rickety ones and flat 
seats with no backs. Many other things 
have been accomplished but suffice it to 
say that the people of the district have 
quit singing, “It Can’t Be Done,” and 
are saying, “IT CAN BE DONE, IT 
HAS BEEN DONE, AND ALL IT 
TAKES IS A MIND TO WORK.” 


When the financial drives were being 
put on some said, “You'll hollo money, 
MONEY, MONEY, MONEY until you 
kill these churches as dead as door nails. 
They are already sick.” The district pas- 
tor didn’t let that discourage him. He 
said, “If it does I’ll conduct their fun- 
erals and give FREE BURIALS.” On the 
contrary, the sick churches GOT OUT 
OF BED, PUT GN THEIR WORK 
CLOTHES, ROLLED UP THEIR 
SLEEVES, BUCKLED DOWN TO THE 
JOB, AND DID IT IN HIGH STYLE. 
Revivals have broken out over the dis- 
trict and around one hundred souls have 
been saved, fifty sanctified, twenty 
baptized with the Holy Ghost, and thir- 
ty-seven added to the church, making a 
gain, above all exclusions, of twenty- 
four members for the district. Two new 
churches have been organized and one 
mission established. Three Sunday schools 
of one hundred total attendance have re- 
cently been organized in different lo- 
calities on the district. That gives them 
almost twice the attendance they had at 
the end of last Assembly year, and nine 
Sunday schools instead of six. One 
of the churches, which had been official- 
ly disbanded because of reported condi- 
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tions, sprung into new life and has built 
a nice little church 20x28 in a beautiful 
location, and was the second church on 
the district to raise its quotas. Three 
other buildings have been acquired for 
services and are being used for preaching, 
prayer meetings, and Sunday schools. 
These people have a “MIND TO 
WORK” AND ARE GOING PLACES 
AIND GETTING THINGS DONE. 

One man has well said, “Nothing is 
impossible within the bounds of reason 
to the church that has an able leader 
and A MIND TO WORK.” The Church 
of God has not had a mushroom growth. 
It did not spring up overnight, but the 
reason it is growing by leaps and bounds 
is because the people that compose it 
have a “A MIND TO WORK.” From 
everywhere come reports of phenomenal 
successes, of great accomplishments, of 
great revivals, of beautiful new churches, 
of mission work. We get them over the 
air, through the papers and from each 
other. Back of them all comes a sweet, 
lingering echo: “THE PEOPLE HAD 
A MIND TO WORK.”

of salvation,” and her continual crying 
became monotonous and Paul com- 
manded the demon which possessed her 
to come out and she was delivered. Acts 
19:12 tells us that evil spirits went out 
of those who received handkerchiefs, and 
aprons that were sent forth from the 
body of Paul, but we are without any 
example such as is suggested in the ques- 
tion. We do find in the 19th chapter of 
Acts where certain vagabond Jews took 
upon themselves to cast out evil spirits 
in the name of the Lord Jesus, saying, 
“We adjure you by Jesus whom Paul 
preacheth,” but, according to the Scrip- 
ture, the man in whom the evil spirit 
was leaped on them and overcame them 
and they fled out of the house naked and 
wounded. No, we may rest assured that 
God would not allow the evil spirits 
which He had given His saints power 


over to come out of a sinner and enter 
into them. 

Question: When Christ comes, will 
little children be caught up to meet 
Him? Please give correct answer and tell 
where it can be found in the Bible.—

Answer: A great deal is said in the 
Bible about little children but very lit- 
tle which would throw light upon this 
subject. Children are usually taken as 
a symbol of purity and Jesus Himself 
used one as an example when He said to 
His followers, Matt. 18:3, “Except ye 
be converted and become as little chil- 
dren, ye shall not enter into the king- 
dom of heaven.” In verse 10 of this 
same chapter, Jesus said, ““Take heed that 
ye despise not one of these little ones; for I 
say unto you, That in heaven their angels 
do always behold the face of my Father 
which is in heaven,” and thus we have 
the idea of guardian angels. Again Jesus 
said, Matt. 19:14, “Suffer little chil- 
dren, and forbid them not, to come unto 
me; for of such is the kingdom of God.” 
In the light of these scriptures it would 
be hard to conceive that Jesus would 
leave those who were emblematic of the 
citizenship of heaven to go through the 
tribulation. 

Question: I have just been reading the 
Evangel Question Box and enjoy it very 
much. Will you please explain for me 
Isa. 23:17, 18?—Mrs. I. S. 


Answer: The two verses referred to 
are two aspects of the same picture. In 
the 23rd chapter of Isaiah is pictured 
God’s judgments upon Tyre because of 
her wickedness. He tells of her wealth 
which has been received by her vile life, 
but he also speaks of the deliverance of 
Israel and assures Tyre that even though 
her wealth has been ill-gotten that it 
shall be given to Israel as an offering 
holy unto the Lord. At first glance this 
would seem to be an improper thing but 
there is nothing wrong with wealth if it 
is properly used. I am reminded of the sa- 
loon keeper who gave $10 to the evan- 
gelist, saying, “Here is my god but if you 
want this you can have it for I have 
plenty more.” The evangelist took the 
money and said, “I am glad to receive it, 
Sir. This money has been working for the 
devil long enough and it is time that 
it was put into the service of God. I shall 
use it to take the gospel to men and 
women who are lost in sin.” Thus God 
takes the ill-gotten wealth of Tyre and 
bestows it upon restored Israel.
